Susan J. Helms 


SeaPac is honored to have Astronaut Susan J. Helms as 
their 1995 Convention Banquet Speaker. Ms. Helms 
attended Shaver Elementary and Parkrose Schools in the 
Portland area graduating from Parkrose HLS. in 1976. 


Ms. Helms graduated from the Air Force Academy in 
1980, has an MS in aeronautics/astronautics from 
Stanford University in 1985, and attended the Air Force 
Test Pilot School at Edwards Air Force Base, California. 


Helms has received numerous special honors during her 
Air Force career as a flight test engineer, and has flown 
in 30 different types of U.S. and Canadian military 
aircraft. 


She was selected by NASA in January 1990 and became 
an astronaut in July 1991. Astronaut Helms flew as a 
mission specialist on the crew of STS-54 on the Space 
Shuttle Endeavor in January 1993 and STS-64 on the 
Space Shuttle Discovery in September 1994. 


After completing the two missions, Helms has orbited 


the earth 273 times, travelled over 7 million miles, and 
has logged just over 426 hours in space.
